CHRISTMAS IS COMING 
IT COMES with a shock that stores al­ 
ready are advertising Christmas merchan­ 
dise for friends and relatives overseas.

Certainly no 
more appropriate Christmas offering than 
food or clothing could be imagined. 
Orders must be in merchants’ hands 
within the next few davs to insure delivery 


prosperity , but the facts need to be stated. 
F arm prices are supported by the gov­ 
ernment in spite of this amazing prosper­ 
ity. Parity is a ratio based on the average 
relation of prices the farmer receives to 
the prices he pay s (except labor costs) as 
compared with the August, 1909—July , 
1914. average. This parity ratio rose to 121, 
or 21 percent above parity , on September 
15. Beef, hogs and corn were 58 percent 
above parity ; wheat 16 percent above par­ 
ity. In fact, the whole concept of parity dis­ 
appears in these figures. 
The government support of prices, at not 
less than 90 percent of parity , will remain 
in force through December, 1948. Three- 
fifths of the value of farm production 
grown for sale is thus supported. But an 
even greater support has bfcen government 
buy ing for the armed forces and for export j 
abroad. As long as Lend-Lease was avail- | 
able, government buy ing was assured.

THE allergic or oversensitive 
person is a law unto himself. 
One man may be oversensitive 
to 
certain kinds of food, while another 
is affected only by things 
that he 
breathes, such as dust or pollen. 
Moreover, the offending substance 
may cause one reaction in one per­ 
son and q uite a different one in an­ 
other. For instance, 
oversensitivity 
to food has many manifestations, 
causing hives 
in 
one individual, 
asthma in a second and 
constant 
nasal discharge 
in 
a third. One 
rather strange result of this kind 
of allergy is an inflammation which 
appears only 
on 
the skin of 
the 
hands. 
Soaps or Oils 
This is known as eczematoid 
dermatitis and, while it can be 
brought about by contact with soaps 
or oils used in industry or house­ 
hold world, it is most often due to 
oversensitivity to foods. 
This is proved by the fact that the 
rash can be eliminated in many peo­ 
ple by getting rid of certain foods 
and made to reappear when these 
foods are again added to the diet. 
Food sensitivity should alway s be 
suspected when the inflammation 
takes the form of a red, itching rash 
made up of tiny blisters massed to­ 
gether in patches. 
Sometimes larger, 
pimple - like 
eruptions occur on the palm. Rub­ 
bing causes these to break open and 
fluid oozes out, forming a crust. 
Later, there may be cracking and 
scaling of the skin. 
This ty pe of dermatitis gets 
worse in the fall, winter and spring, 
and is better in the summer. After 
it has cleared up, it tends to recur. 
The back of the hands or fingers are 
affected much more often than are 
the palms or spaces between the 
fingers. 
In attempting to determine as 
to 


the foods causing 
an eruption of this 
type .what is know . as elimination 
diets may be used. These diets are 
made up of different ty pes of foods. 
After using one group of foods, 
an examination is made to see if 
the rash is getting better or worse. 
If it is getting worse, it means that 
some of the foods in the diet may be 
responsible for the condition; then, 
other foods are substituted. 
I have outlined such elimination 
diets which you may have by writ­ 
ing to me and enclosing a self-ad­ 
dressed, large stamped envelope. 
Names will not be used. Of course, 
such diets should be employed under 
the care of a phy sician. 
There are also other means of de­ 
tecting the offending substance. One 
of these is known 
as skin testing. 
By this method, extracts of various 
foods are injected into the skin. 
Those to which the individual is 
sensitive will usually cause a large 
hive to appear at the site of injec­ 
tion. In this ty pe of case, however, 
diet elimination tests give better 
and more certain results. 
In Two Weeks 
Once a satisfactory diet has been 
found, the rash will begin to disap­ 
pear, usually in about two weeks. 
Itching decreases and fewer new 
blisters form. 
As improvement progresses other 
foods can be added gradually —one 
new food at a time, as the doctor 
notes its effect on the rash. If the 
new food does not cause the rash to 
flare up again, it can be retained in 
the diet. If the proper diet is faith­ 
fully followed, damaged skin cells 
gradually heal and the rash clears 
up entirely .

'WHAT makes my driv es pop 
up in 
the air without g oing 
a ny where?” asked Tiny Smith 
after we had play ed a few holes. 
The rest of his g ame wasn’t too 
bad 
but, 
his tee 
shots were 
enoug h to worry any body . For 
Tiny these pop flies with a wood 
club 
were no more 
becoming 
than a baby ’s bib. Tiny stands 
ov er six feet and weig hs around 
225 pounds, the colleg e athlete 
who has found that his retire­ 
ment from more v iolent sports 
helps him 
to put 
on 
a few 
pounds. 
But, he has the same 
old streng th and willing ness to 
put his back into ev ery thing he 
does. 
I told him that his tee 
shots popped up in the air with­ 
out g etting distance because his 
clubhead mov ed in an up and 
down arc. 
‘‘But the clubface is almost 
perfectly straig ht, has practical­ 
ly no loft. I don’t understand,” 
he said. 
So I demonstrated the point 


by taking a number four iron 
and swing ing the clubhead in an 
up and down arc which sent the 
ball as hig h as it would trav el 
when hit witJ i an eig ht iron. 
Then I took a sev en iron and 
s<*nt the hall in a low’ flig ht such 
as it would hav e w'hen struck 
normally with a number two 
iron for a short distance. Final­ 
ly Tiny beg an to realize that it 
wa s the arc described by the 
clubhead and not the loft of the 
clubface that determined the a l­ 
titude of the shot. This made it 
easier to g et him lined up so 
that he could swing the wood 
clubs and long irons in a flat 
arc in keeping wnth the lesser 
altitude desired in the flig ht of 
the ball. 
This factor holds for 
all kinds of shots wnth ev ery 
club in Hic bag . In part it ex ­ 
plains the tow flig ht of the ball 
attained by the pros when using 
an ex tremely lofted sand iron in 
pitch shots to the g reen. 
You 
can watch this arc of the club­ 
head as the backswing is made.
